For more than twenty-five years, “upon the first | 


F gtizens was held on March 7, 1868, when it was unan- | 
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oughly furnished unto all good works,” hence schools 
are the legitimate fruit of the gospel. The members 
of the Pleasant Valley Christian Church wished to 
provide proper educational advantages in their own 
vicinity for their children and their neighbors’ chil- 
dren. The church led the way, and the citizens of 
the place heartily united in the enterprise. 

The Court of Common Pleas of Washington County, 
Pa, on Nov. 26, 1855, granted the application for a 
charter and issued decree and declared David Frazee, 
Sr., Philo Paul, Samuel L. Hughes, David Bane, 
David Slusher, David MecElhinny, David McDon- 
ough, Lyman P. Streator, Edward Riggs, and such 
other persons as may be associated with them a 
body corporate and politic by the name and title of 
“ Pleasant Valley Academy.” 

A deed was given by Col. David Frazee, dated May 
20, 1854, to the directors of the academy, for and in 
consideration of one hundred and thirteen dollars 
and seventy-five cents, of “one acre and twenty-one 
perches, strict measure,” of land for the only and 
proper use of said company. 

A suitable building was erected, and the grounds 
were improved at an aggregate cost of two thousand 


_ and fifty-one dollars and seventy-five cents,—no small 
' sum to be raised at that time in a rural district. The 


first trustees elected under the charter, June 27, 1855, 
were the following: For three years, Col. David 
Frazee, Philo Paul, and Samuel L. Hughes; for two 
years, David Frazee, Sr., Thomas J. Rees, and David 
Bane; for one year, L. P. Streator, Joseph Moore, 
and Asher Vankirk, L. P. Streator was elected prin- 
cipal of the academy at the beginning, and for five 
years he had charge of the institution. By his untir- 
ing efforts as a teacher and a member of the board of 
trustees he raised the academy to a high degree of 
efliciency, and made it self-supporting. It became 
an intellectual power and a centre of a Jarge circle of 
influence. He was succeeded in the principalship 
by the lamented Philip Galley, William 8. Spear, 
and J. L. Darsie, under whose successive administra- 
tions the school was well sustained. But owing to 
some unfavorable changes in its surroundings, the 
academy was closed in January, 1871, and the build- 
ing was sold.

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INTRODUCTION 


For six years, I have been searching for my Penrod(Benrath) Roots. 
I feel that I have more or less collected what many others have found since 
at least 1900. I want to put this material together so that future 
researchers on Penrod will be able to have a starting point and not have to 
redo all that has been done once by someone else. 


I have many contacts and many records. John Penrod(Benrod) who 
died 1799 in Somerset, Pennsylvania is the earliest Penrod that I have. 
He was in Frederick County, Maryland prior to this. 


After the father's death, it appears that a number of the heirs 
went down to Kentucky. Israel who was executor of his father's will, 
went to Ohio. Some of the Penrods in Kentucky and Pennsylvania went to 
Mines: 


Some of the cousins say the Penrods were English. So after all 
I have found, I wonder if there were two families. The ones I find 
are either German or spoke German. 


In New York a Bonroth(Bonrad), was found on Governor Hunter's 
Subsistence Lists 1709. A man Johannes Poenradt had land in Herkimer 
County, New York in Burnetsfield Patent. No record of these men has 
been found as to where they went or what happened to their land. 

Some of these people did move into Pennsylvania. So far Penrod (Benrath) 
has not been found. 


I will try to go into each record and where found. My plan is 
to give what I have on each heir of John Penrod(Benrod) as had been 


sent to me. 


If a Penrod Organization on a National scale could be organized, 
with professional researchers, perhaps we could solve this problem. 
However, to date, research money has turned up nothing. 


Of course, I hope that someone will see this book and be able to 
help me with further information. 


I am seeking Declaration of Intention to become Naturalized. 
I am seeking any old documents in homes like baptism certificates - 
Naturalization Certificate an old letter from Germany. I seek a clue 
as to where they came from before we find them in Maryland in 1755. 


I would need another book to thank all the people who have 
contributed to the collection of material in this book.

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BEGINNING RESEARCH 


Since I was born in Muhlenberg County, Kentucky, I started here 
to look for my grandmother Cordelia Belle Penrod. It was soon evident 
that the family knew nothing of the Penrods. From the history, I learned 
that George Penrod was a son of Tobias who was from Pennsylvania. 


I advertised everywhere, and made contact with a descendant of 
John Penrod, Sr.'s son Solomon and Solomon was a brother to my Tobias. 
This cousin told me of an old letter he had seen which he has never 
sent me a copy of, stating that Solomon's wife living in Logan County 
near Muhlenberg County, Kentucky, spoke German with tne people who could 
not "talk" English. From several cousins I had the tradition story told 
of the Penrods coming into Kentucky on a raft down the Ohio, River from 
Pittsburgh. 


I started with a Researcher who copied down all the Penrods in 
Kentucky and I said, "Oh, they aren's all mine". Being new at this 
game and they turned out to be all mine. 


Then came Pennsylvania and here was where I first found the name 
change in the E. C. Saylor translated records of Reformed and Lutheran 
Churches. It was given Benrat, Benrath, Penrydt. Also they said he 
came into Kentucky with Capt. Rhoads in 1785 well, if he did, he went 
back and brought his family later like about 1790 for in 1795, Tobias 
Penrod was in Fayette County, Kentucky where it is said George was born. 
Then he was in Muhlenberg County, Kentucky about 1800. Shot in his field 
in 1805. 


When one starts to look in Pennsylvania, the file shows a letter 
from "Handry Rhoads" loaning money to John Penroad of Province of 
Meeryland, Frederick County. Which led me to Maryland. 


So one wonders is he on any Immigration List and that leads to 
the only place any of us so far have found a name similar to our and that 
is 1709ers in New York and Governor Hunter's Subsistence Lists. It shows 
Johannes Bonroth(Bonrad). Several Penrod Cousins have found this. 


Hank Jones who is doing research on the 1709er has helped me. 
He told me about Johannes and Gertrudy having land 1727 in Herkimer Patent 
also called Burnetsfield Patent in Herkime County, N. Y. Under German 
Research my information comes from him. 


Austin Cooper's TWO HUNDRED YEARS OF BROTHERSVALLEY gives some 
mention of our Penrods. Somerset County, Pennsylvania had more records 
on them than anywhere else. 


So who am I? My line goes from John Penrod, Sr. to Tobias, then his 
son George, then Lott Penrod, and his daughter, Cordelia, who married 
Dr. A. D. James, she was my Grandmother.

Just what is the connection with this family? First we find

Next, 

Tobias Penrod and a group go to Kentucky with a Rhoads. When 

Tobias is shot and estate settled in Muhlenberg County, Kentucky, 
several members of Rhoads family present and helping with this. 
Then we find, up in Somerset County, Pennsylvania, Israel appoints 
Emanuel to go to Muhlenberg County, Kentucky and get the possessions 
of their mother from one Daniel Rhoads. However, in Kentucky deeds, 
we find Catherine Penrod about 1808 (just before she died), 

sold her possessions to Daniel Rhoads.

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JOHN PENROD 


John Penrod, Sr. and his son, John Penrod, Jr. and a son-in-law 
John Ansell(Vansell, Wensel) had a hunting cabin in Coxes Creek Glades 
(now Somerset County, Pa.) when Herman Husband arrived there in June 
1771. Husband kept a Journal or Diary which contained this record. 

He stated that their families had been left back’east in Cumberland 
County or the Conococheagoe Settlement in the Cumberland Valley. 

Herman Husband returned to Hagerstown, Maryland in 1772 and brought 

his family here, it was the first family to settle here permanently. 

Soon thereafter, a young hunter named William Sparks borrowed the Husband 
horse, "Old Tom" to go back east and marry and bring his bride here to 

be next door neighbor to Mrs. Husband. The Ansell and Penrods brought 
their families here in 1773 according to Husband's Journal. 

Jacob Brown Esq. published "Brown's Miscellaneous Writings" in 
book form 1896 at Cumberland Maryland. His mother was Amy Penrod, the 
daughter of John Penrod, Jr. and Sarah Davis Penrod and granddaughter 
of John Penrod, Sr.- In this book, Brown states that his grandparents 
lived on a farm three miles south of Somerset, that his grandfather 
John Penrod, Jr.'s parents (John Penrod, Sr. and wife) lived with 
John Jr. and he refers to his grandparents as "quaint people" who 
were Seventh Day Baptists, would not cut a stick of wood on Saturday 
which was observed by them as the Sabbath Day. The will of John Penrod, SHA 
admitted to probate at Somerset, Pennsylvania 13 April 1799. 

When Bedford County was organized in 1771, the first tax list of 
Brothersvalley township had John Penrod Sr. an Inmate(aged living in home 
of John Penrod, Jr.) I have since read that INMATE meant living in the 
home not necessarily aged. 

There is a Cable Cemetery and a Penrod Cemetery both located 
on old CABLE .jomestead farm on which the first Seventh Day Baptist 
Church was built. This was near Brotherton on State Highway #31. 

In the Veterans Grave Register, Somerset County, Pennsylvania, 
reference to John Penrod being a Rev. War. Vet buried in Pritts Cemetery. 


He is not otherwise identified with a service connection. 
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JOHN BENROD, SENIOR 


The first record we find of John Benrod is in Frederick County, 
Maryland when in 1755 he gets Land Warrants for several pieces of land. 
More under Land Records and Naturalizations. 


In 1767 a Johannes Benracth is Naturalized in Maryland. He jis 
listed as a Baptist and his Minister is George Martin who is a German 
Baptist Minister. He served several churches and the one where Benracth, 
Benrod, or Penroad attended. More of this in chapter under Churches 
and Name. 


1773 John Penrod sold land - three parcels and his wife is 
Catherine. From records we find, we know he has been going hunting 
in what is now Somerset County, Pennsylvania before 1773 and he 
moved there is 1773. 


The names of the heirs of John Penrod, Sr. have been obtained 
from Census, Names in connection with accounts owed the Estate. And, 
from writing to families like the Vansel(Wensel) and Kimmel families. 


There is only one Immigrant list that looks interesting to me. 
Oaths of Allegiance by Egle,(GS 974.8 A2p). List under Naturalizations. 
On this list we find, Nicholas Barron - whom we know was in Somerset Co., 
Pa. and some say John Penrod's wife was Barron. We have Peter Wentzel- 
John Penrod's will says Wensel and they were called Ansell, Vansell. 
We have two men by name of Roth - were they same ones by name of Roads, 
and Rhoads in Pennsylvania? There are two men by name of Bernhart.= 
We have Joseph Bernhart - we have no Joseph's in our family. The list 
has a Johannes Bernhart. Now say this word like a German saying the 
B as a B or P and leave out the h altogether. Could sound like Benrod. 


Benrat. Not to a German but to an Englishman doing the writing. 


There are many entries of this family in the Somerset County, 
Pennsylvania deeds and court records. They lived in the Frederick 
County Maryland area from 1755 to 1773. Where are the records? 


From 1755 to 1763 at least, I wonder if the Penrods lived on their 
land in Frederick County, Maryland. The Indians were killing settlers 
and so many terrible accounts are written of in this time period. Did 
they lived at Fort Frederick, Fort Cumberland. These Forts were too far 
for them to jump in the wagon and go when someone called "Indians". 

Or, did they go to wherever they lived before they purchased the land? 
Lots of interesting possibilities.

David Penrod was on the first Grand Jury for Somerset County 
in 1795. 


"The first sheriff of Somerset County after it separated 
from Bedford County was Thomas Kennedy; David King was the new 
county's first coroner and the first county commissioners were 
John Fletcher of Berlin, John Leech of Quemahoning and John Leech 
of Milford. They were elected to office in October 1795. 

Abraham Morrison was appointed clerk at a salary of ten shillings 
for each day actually engaged in services of the county. At 

that time, the equivalent in American dollars and cents was about 
$1.30. Josiah Espy, was the first county treasurer at a salary 
of $40. for the first year and $80 for the second year. 

The first term of court in Somerset County was begun in 
December 21, 1795 and was presided over by the Hon. Alexander 
Addison,associate judges were James Wells of Quemahoning Town- 
ship; Abraham Cable of Brothersvalley Township and Ebenezer 
Griffith of Elk Lick Township all appointed by Governor Thomas 
Mifflin of Philadelphia. At that time there was no court 
house so the County Commissioners rented a room from one Jacob 

Séhneider for $30 for the first year. There court was held 

and used until the completion of the courthouse in 1801. 

The room where all court cases were heard was located in Schneider's 
home which was located at-the intersection of West Main Street 

and an alley then known as Church Alley. It was on the same lot 
that the once famed Barnett House stood, which is the present site 
of Sifford's Store. The first grand jury was composed of John 
Wells, Jacob Hartzell, George Burkett, Jacob Heines, John Miller, 
William Short, David Work, John Lowry, Joseph Douglas, David Penrod , 
John Husband, Ernest Deitz, Lawrence Oats, Jacob Baker, George 
Kimmel, Jasper Kitzmiller, Jacob Zimmerman, John Weltz, and James

Emanuel Penrod a son of John Penrod, Sr., was born before 1760. At 
this time, the family owned land in Frederick County, Maryland. In 

the 1800 Census, Emanuel is living in Quemahoning Township, Pa. and 

he is 25-45 and has 7 in his family. In 1810, Amanuel is in Muhlen- 
berg County, Kentucky and he now has six in his family. His daughter, 
Catherine must have married her cousin Adam Vancil by this time. 

Adam was a son of Mary Penrod who is a sister to Emanuel. In 1811, 
Israel Penrod appointed Emanuel to go to Kentucky and get the possess- 
ions of "their mother" from Daniel Rhoads who resides in Muhlenberg 
County, Kentucky.

Mr. M.’s first.wife died in 1836, and he returned to Ohio for 
another wife, and got her, too. In coming back to Indiana (in 
1838), he brought with him 7,000 fruit trees with which to stock 
the new.country. These trees were a part of the cargo of the 
first (and the last) steamer that ever undertook to ascend the 
“rapids” of the Maumee. That vessel made the trip, but it 
was ‘‘ glory enough for one day,” and for a-life time, for the 
feat has never since been tried. Mr. Jesse Moyer says: “The 
wolves were thick in the woods where we settled, and would 
howl round the cabins in the night. The Indians would trade 
with the whites, giving them venison and buckskin and mocca- 
sins, etc., for. bread and bacon, and meal and potatoes and milk 
and butter. The place where father settled was three miles 
north.of Stockdale, in the edge of Miami County, not far from 
Niconza Meeting-house.” 

The local historian regrets very much not to have-met Jesse 
Moyer, Sr., but at the time of ‘‘gleaning” for the township 
history of Pleasant, Mr. M. had gone on a trip to Kansas.

Mr. Penrod is among the oldest inhabitants (though not an 
early settler) of Wabash County. He was born in Somerset 
County, Penn., in 1792; came to Perry County, Ohio, in 1815;

Ind., in 1878. His wife died November, 1869, seventy-seven 
years old. They had twelve children; four died in infancy, 
eight grew up. and seven are living, and eight have been mar- 
ried—Lydia, born 1818, lives in Iowa; Henry B., born 1821, 
lives with his father; Joseph, born 1823, resides at Silver Lake;

AMY PENROD 


Amy Penrod the daughter of John Penrod, Jr. and Sarah Davis. 
This sketch of her has been taken from BROWN's MISCELLANEOUS 
WRITINGS BY Jacob Brown, her son, Cumberland, Maryland 1896. 


"On my mother's side of the house we have something more of 
information as to ancestry, owing to the fact, no doubt, that 

their theatres of life were not so far away. Two hundred miles 

in those days were an immense distance, to say nothing of the 

great lack of the means of communication. John Penrod, her father, 
was no doubt from German extraction, and lived on a farm about three 
miles south of Somerset, where he raised a large family of sons 

and daughters. His parents also lived on the same farm, and 
according to meagre account were quaint old people. The old ancestor 
was deeply religious, and would not cut a stick of wood on Saturday 
his Sunday. No doubt he was a Seven Days' Baptist, of which sect 
there are stil] a few in Southern Pennsylvania. 


John Penrod,(Jr.) after bringing up his family, went alone to 
Green River, Kentucky, and there remained for the rest of his 
life, with but one known visit to his home.- (gives the children). 


I now undertake to sketch the life and character of my mother, 

my blessed mother, Amy Penrod Brown. She was born on tne 7th 

of March 1783, at the Penrod: mansion already mentioned. She 

was brought up respectably and rigidly, but without education, 

as was too much the case in those days, especially among the females 
of families. She was married when about seventeen years of age; 

was strong physically, mentally and morally. She could not read, 
but could and did retain all her husband read for her. She habitually 
told him the chapter or passage in the Bible she wished read for 
her. Her vigorous mind and sound judgement made her an excellent 
business woman. Indeed she was the director and manager of the 
whole business affairs of the family, even when her frail husband 
was living, and her sons growing up to manhood. Two farms (one 
rented) were carried on by her for many years. She kept up the 
business until the fall of 1847. She was only 46 when she became 

a widow and never had any disposition to change this relation. 


Her force of mind and character made her the foremost person in 

her neighborhood, notwithstanding her sex. She was looked up 

to and consulted by nearly all her neighbors; her advice often sought 
and followed. She was a comfort to all; the head of a hospitable 

and well conducted mansion, the resort for respectable people, 
especially the young. But vice and il-breeding ‘had no reception 
there. (he tells much more). 


In religion she was not of the pretending church going kind, 

but as in all other respects she was practical and sincere. 

In her early life, she was baptised and admitted into the Dunkard 
Church but in later years she drifted away’

His son, 
John, who was born in Berlin, removed to Martinsburg in 1838 and 
thence to Everett in 1848 - In 1852 he removed to Hopewell Township. 
He served in the late War from November 1861 to November 1862 in 

Co. F. 8th Penn. Res. and was discharged by reason of disability. 
John B. Penrod, his son, a resident of Mann Township since 1875 

was born in Martinsburg. As will be seen by the Military record 
elsewhere given, he served thoughout the late war, enlisting

So I guess he died during 
the last two weeks of April 1815. He had no wife nor’ children.

Share of Edmund's estate. Well, John's heirs didas_ he died 


prior to the final settlement. Susanna Snyder was a sister of 
Edmond Vancel. She received 2/5 share of Edmond's’ estate. 
Edmond, John and Susanna had a half-sister, Mary Koch, who 
received 1/5 share of Edmond's estate. Well, her heirs did as 


she died in 1799 and her husband, Johannes Koch died in 1781. 
Because of these dates I would place Mary in the first marriage 
and the other three of the second marriage. Jane Hardman, John 
Ingles and wife, and Ann and Absolem Smith were not heirs. 
Catherine Vancel married Jonathan Landreth on 10-6-1803 in 
Patrick Co. Va.

Mary Penrod born about 1750 was married 17 May 1768 to John 
Vancel(Vansel, Vanniel, Ansell, WENSEL). John Sr. was going hunting 
in Pennsylvania and we first hear of the son-in-law in Husband's 
Diary. In the accounts due to the estate when John Penrod, Sr. died, 
Mary is listed as WENSEL. Adam Vancel one of the children of 

John and Mary Penrod Vansel married in Kentucky to his cousin, 
Catherine Penrod, a daughter of Emanuel and Fanny Long Penrod. 


John Vancel was born about 1745 and from the History of Early 
Settlers of Sangamon County, Illinois the following: 

"John Vancil married Mary Penrod. They had a large family 
consisting in part of six sons, five of whom were over six feet 
high and weighed upwards of two hundred pounds each. While these 
were yet children, John Vancil joined a company of rangers - the 
first military organization at the beginning of our troubles with 
the mother country - and sent his family into Maryland to live. 


One of the sons, Samuel, was but six years of age at the beginning 
of the American Revolution, when his father separated his family 
upong going into the army. Samuel was placed in a family of 
Germans who from their religious convictions were opposed to war. 
At the close of the war, John Vancil collected his family in 
Patrick County, Virginia. 


The same History of Sangamon County, Illinois, gives this back- 
ground on VANCIL."This name Vanzael, anglicised is quite common 

in Germany, especially among the soldiers of the fatherland. 

The circumstances which led to its being transferred from Prussia 
to America were somewhat peculiar. A young man bearing the name, 
put to death a valuable dog belonging to an old German husbandman. 
This was deemed a grave offense, and he was called up by his father 
for trial. The boy pleaded quilty, but justified his actions. The 
venerable parent decreed that he should be severly chastised or 
leave the country. The proud spirited stripling chose the latter, 
immediately embarked for: America, and settled in Virginia." 


You will note in this charpter on another page the two wills 
found in Patrick County, Virginia. It appears that John who 
married Mary Penrod died in 1815. Some Edmund Vancel died in 
June of this same 1815. Was he a son, or who was he? 


From a book written by Mrs. K. B. Vancil JONATHAN VANCIL AND SOME 
OF HIS DESCENDANTS some information has been taken like the 

birth dates of the heirs. This same book shows, John Vancil as 
Jonathan Vancil and Mary Penrod as Maria Breraton. It would be 
interesting to know where the name was found like this. Also, 

it says that a Bible owned by a great great grandson has these 
birth dates in it.

At the close of the War, John Vancil, collected his family 

in Patrick County, Virginia, where Samuel was married about 1795 to Mary 
Peckelheimer, and moved to Montgomery county, in the same state, where 
they had two children, and then moved to Logan County, Kentucky, 

where they had one child, and moved back to Virginia, where two 

children were born and then moved to Lincoln County, Kentucky and 

from there, in 1811, to Warren County, Ohio, where one child was 

born; from there to Franklin County, Indiana and after a stay of 

five years, moved to Union County, Illinois, where he left his family 
and with several others rode up to Sugar Creek, and selected a tract 

of land about one mile southeast of where Auburn, Sangamon County now 
Stands, where he arrived with his family late in November 1818. They 
lived in their wagons until cabins could be built. Their only 

neighbors were the Drennan and Dodds families. Game being abundant, 
they lived largely on wild meat and honey. The Kickapoo Indians were quite 
Numerous, though friendly. 


This History goes on with the lineage of Samuel Vancil. He had 
six children. Mrs. Mary Vancil died in 1822 and Samuel Vancil 
married a Mrs. Wakefield. He died in 1828, both near where 
they settled on coming to the country. They were buried in 

the Wimer grave yard, southeast of Auburn, Sangamon County,

I am German, my father and mother were both German. My parents 

came to Adams County in 1829 and my ancestors came from Virginia and 
North Carolina to Illinois. I have an old Iron Kettle on my 

farm in Liberty which my great-grandfather brought from Germany 

and my grandfather used to cook his meals during the Revolutionary 
War; I also have an old hoe on my place brought from the father- 
land by my great-grandfather; also an old flax hackle which my 

great grandfather brought from Germany. 


LETTER DATED JULY 4, 19317 by Ella Chandler Roberts - John VanCeil 

from Prussia (Germany) to Virginia as a young man in 1770 and 

was in the Revolutionary War with the patriots. He had six 

Stalwart mountaineer sons -- one Isaac was my own grandfather. I 

have a list of them all. F.M. Vancil as the name came to be 

called sent it to me in 1916. (Mary Penrod's family was in Frederick, 
Maryland in 1755). 


HISTORY OF SOMERSET COUNTY, PA. by Doyle -- Harmon Husbands, leader 
of the Sons of Liberty, fled for ‘his life from the colony of North 
Carolina, across the Colony of Virginia into the backwoods of Pa. 
looking for an old friend, Isaac Cox whom he had known in Cecil 
County, Maryland. On the morning of June 6, 1771, he rode into the 
camp of hunters and had a friendly reunion with Isaac Cox. Among 
the members of this party in the wilderness were John Penrod, Sr., 
and Jr. and John Vansel(a son-in-law). Indications were that they had 
occupied this hunting camp a number of years. There were no women 
folk here. However, a few years later, a few laid down their rifles 
and took up plow handles by the influence of Harmon Husbands. 

Three who brought wives to the settlement were John Vansel, John 
Penrod and William Sparks. Governor Tryon of North Carolina Colony 
offered 100 pounds and 1,000 acres of land for Harmon Husbands dead 
or alive. Eleven of Husbands’ followers were h anged. Husbands 
lived in peace here. 


The Regulator movement of 1765-1771 was the Rebellion of back- 
country farmers of North and South Carolina against the corrupt 
rule of low-country English aristocracy. The back-country of the 
South was mainly German and Scotch-Irish. They travelled down the 
mountain valleys from Pennsylvania and formed one-half of the 
population but had no political rights. They were taxed heavily, 
their property was sold, so farmers organized the Sons of Liberty 
also called Regulators. They stopped the sale of property for 
taxes and drove out the officials appointed by the Royal Governors. 
Governor Tryon of North Carolina, raised troops to subdue the 
Regulators. They clashed at Alamance Creek and the Regulators were 
defeated in 1771]

When Samuel Vancil went to Sangamon County, I]]. in 1818, he was 
accompanied by George Cox. Two years later, one Harmon Husbands, 
who was born in N. C. in 179] settled in the same township with 
Samuel Vancil. Whether they were friends or relatives is not 
known. It is certain that there was blood relationship between 
the Penrods and the Vancils. There were numerous Penrods in early 


Garrett County, Maryland, just across the border from Somerset Co. Pa. 


One Tobias Penrod was with Braddock in his tragic defeat. 


(Comments by D. Turner. Harmon Husbands, Sr. died in Philadelphia. 
His son could have been born in N. C. but it would have been before 
Harmon Husbands, Sr. came to Pa. in 1771. Tobias Penrod was at 
Trenton, N.J. in Revolutionary War and deserted and went home. I 
feel he was too young to have been with Braddock in about 1755, 
wasn't it??)

There was a Rev. Danner, a Dunkard Preacher, who lived near 
Bremen, Kentucky which would be near where these Penrods lived 
but no Church Records or information on his church have to date 


been found.

Tobias Penrod (Benrat, Benrath) 


Tobias Penrod one of Muhlenberg County, Kentucky's earliest pioneers 

for whom Penrod was named, settled in that locality in the late 1790's. 
He was shot from ambush while plowing in his field. This happened short- 
ly after 1800. The murderer was never found. 


In about 1920, a Penrod Researcher obtained the following story from two 
descendants who were in their 80's. "George Penrod of Waxahachie, Texas 
stated that his great grandfather, Tobias(the Pioneer), was from Pennsy- 
lvania Dutch and migrated to Fayette County, Kentucky about 1790 and 
settled three miles from the present site of Lexington, Ky. It was there 
that George Penrod (who married Jane Harper) was born on 6 April 1795. 
When George was two years old, Tobias and Catherine settled in Muhlenberg 
County, Kentucky near Penrod today. That would make Tobias -having settled 
1798 in area of Muhlenberg County. Jane Penrod Taylor of Waxahachie stated 
that when Tobias was murdered, his young widow was left with two children. 
Tobias also being a young man (born 1760) he was about forty. Only more 
research would tell if there were other children. From George Penrod in 
Texas, the story goes on, Tobias was plowing in his field and his young 
son, George, in his childish way, asked his father to stop plowing so 

he could ride. Tobias remarked "when I make one more round of the field". 
The round was not completed for the fatal shot was fired during that 
round. The young wife heard the shot and pointed out the tree where the 
fatal shot was fired during the last round. She told where she found him 
lying. It was believed by some people that an Indian had killed Tobias, but 
not being scalped,(as was the Indian custom), much controversy took place. 
The family always felt that a white person fired the fatal shot." 


There are definite records for three children of Tobias and Catherine. 
In the Tax List along with Catherine one will find other names but it 
is not known who they are. 


The graves of Tobias and Catherine have not been found. They are per- 
haps buried somewhere on the land that was theirs.

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CORDELIA PENROD 


Cordelia Penrod was the Grandmother of the writer. You may 
find the vital statistics under Lott Penrod and Lydia D. Wood. 
Here I will just write about her. 


Yes, her older sister was married to Dr. Addison David James 
first that is, Henrietta. Dr. James and Henrietta had, Mary, 
Annie, Clarence and Maud. Henrietta died young of "Consumption". 
From the census, it appears that Cordelia had been living in the 
home for sometime and helping with the housework and with the 
children. And when her sister died, Dr. James married Cordelia. 
My father, Godfrey, son of Cordelia was very fond of his older 
sisters - I never knew they had a different mother. 


Cordelia and Dr. James had Morton, Corina, Gertrude, Bradley, 
Godfrey and Theodora. 


I do not remember my grandmother for she died when I was two 
years old and we lived in Penrod at her home which she left to 


my father, Godfrey. 


Dr. James was a politician and had offices in Louisville and 
I am told that Corina a daughter by Henrietta kept house in 
Louisville for her father. They would come down the river to 
near Penrod and be met with a horse and buggy. I suppose this 
was the Green River. 


The home in Penrod where Cordelia and Henrietta lived when 
married to Dr. James is no longer standing but I have pictures 
and remember it well. It was a nice home. I am told that about 
the year 1900, Dr. James had Tennis Courts down in front of the 
house which faced the Railraod tracks and the town of Penrod. 

It is now the back of the Bradley James home. 


My father ran a Country Store and was the Postmaster in 
Penrod. Recently, I have learned that he attended High School 


in Greenville. 


My mother, Margaret Moseley, told me that Mrs. James was a very 
quiet, polite lady and A VERY GOOD COOK. That my father never 

did anything for her or bought her anything but what he did not 
do the same for his mother. 


Dr. James died when my father, Godfrey, was about ten so it 
may account for him feeling so responsible for his mother. 


I have one picture of the JAMES FAMILY with Cordelia and perhaps 
another Penrod but no one can tell me. 
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A Summary of the History of the German Immigration 
To the British Colonies in America 


In 1683, some Germans arrived in Pennsylvania and commenced a settle- 
ment at what is now Germantown. About the year 1684 or 1685, a land 
company was formed at Frankfort-on-the-Main, which bought 25,000 

acres from William Penn. Those who left their Fatherland from 

1700 to 1720, the Palatines, so called, because they came principally 
from the Palatinate States along the Rhine river, where many had 

been forced to flee their homes into France, and other parts of Europe, 
endured many privations before they reached the western continent. 

In 1708 and 1709, upwards of 10,000 many of them very poor, arrived 

in England and were for some time, in a Starving, miserable condition, 
lodged in warehouses, with no subsistence beyond what they got by 
begging on the streets, until some provision was made for them by 
Queen Anne. In order to solve this problem, in the summer of 1710, 
several thousand of these Palatinates who were being maintained at the 
Queen's expense, were put on ships and sent to her colonies in 
America. Among these were Mennonites, Dundards, German Reformed, 

and Lutherans. 

From 1720 to 1730, several thousand landed at Philadelphia, and 

Others came by land from the province of New York. From 1730 

to 1740, about sixty five vessels filled wity Germans arrived at 
Philadelphia. From 1740 to 1750, upwards of one hundred vessels 
arrived with Germans; in some of them, though small ships, there 

were from 500 to 600 passengers. In the summer and fall of 1749, 

not less than twenty vessels with German passengers numbering twelve 
thousand arrived. 

The Germans had found out that there was a land of peace on the other 
Side of the Atlantic, and they knew by sad experience, that their 

own country was a land of war. A man was deprived not only of the 
enjoyment of his own religion, but was also robbed incessantly of 

the fruits of his labor. This was a state of affairs which he 
naturally rebelled against, and emigration afforded him his’ only 


relief. 


The religious fanaticism of France's Louis XIV, which so long 
desolated the low countries, broke in upon the Palatine in the 
Shape of the most desolating wars of which there is any record 

in history, Turrenne, Saxe, Vendome, Villars, Villeroy, Marsin, 
Berwick, Nosilles, and Luxomburg each in his own turn, helped to 
desolate the Palatine and contribute immigrants to the colonies. 
The homeless and ravished peoples of Germany sought and found homes 
in the new land of peace and plenty. 

At one time immigration of German Palatines into Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, was in excess of all other:: immigration. Many hundreds thus 
came to Maryland, and many thousands to Pennsylvania. Up to 1760, 
the Germans in Maryland were supplied from the plentiful sources, 
by way of Pennsylvania. A good many Palatines came in by direct 
¥eonsignment to Chesapeake Bay, but the majority drifted down from 
York and Lancaster Counties, Pennsylvania, and occupied the land 
along Antietam creek, and about Hagerstown and Frederick, Maryland, 


and the lower Shenandoah Valley in Virginia. 
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TUNKERS OR DUNKERS 


If John Penrod (Benracth) who was naturalized in 1767, in 
Maryland is our Immigrant Ancestor, and he was a religious man, 
then he must have been a German Baptist or Tunker or Dunker when 
he came. Right?

"Various other sects followed the Mennonite movement 
from Germany. The first migration of the Tunkers

The second group settled in Conewago Township and in 
Northkill. This group, which came in 1729, comprised the 
entire remaining European membership of this sect; 

they left none behind to carry on their religion in 
Europe." "A small percentage separated away from the: 
Original teachings and joined Conrad Beissel at the 
Cloister of Ephrata. This group was called Seventh 

Day Baptists. There are records at the Cloister, but I do 
not know how complete they are.”

German Baptists 


Dunkers, also called Dunkras, or Tunkers, is the popular name 
referring to the German Baptist Brethern and is derived from 

the German "tunken, meaning "to dip" which in turn relates to 

the practice of Baptism by trine immersin or being thrice 

immersed. The sect had its origin in 1708 at Schwarzenau, Germany, when 
Alexander Mack organized a fellowship which had the New Testa- 

ment as its only creed and which stressed simplicity and non-resis- 
tance to evil. The Dunkers, like the Separatists of England, sought 
refuge in Holland, but before long they, as did the Pilgrims, came 
to the New World, settling in Pennsylvania in 1719-20. They have 
Since spread over the country, though their strength remains 
concentrated largely in Pennsylvania. They have show considerable 
missionary zeal with foreign missions established in Europe, India, 
and Asia Minor. 


In 1728, a schism arose within the German Baptist Brethern and 
now the Dunkers are divided into the following groups; 

Church of the Brethern (Conservative Dunkers); the Brethern 

Church (Progressive Dunkers); Church of God (New Dunkers) and the 
Old German Baptist Brethern (Old Order Dunkers). Of these groups, 
the Church of the Brethern (Conservative) is by far the largest, 
numbering 180,287 (1944). During World War II, the Dunkers co- 
operated with the Friends and the Mennonites in conscientious 
objectors, thereby, demonstrating, in the midst of war, their 
historic peace position and opposition to military service.

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PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH REALLY PENNSYLVANIA GERMANS 


PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH, or Pennsylvania Germans, a distinctive 

cultural group in Pennsylvania still retaining their ancestral 
dialect and many other old world traits although descended from 
emigrants who left Germany and Switzerland before the American 
Revolution. The term "Dutch" is applied to them because they 
called themselves Deitsch or Deutsch which means German. Several 
pietistic German sects - especially Mennonites, Moravians, Dunkards, 
Schwenkfelders, Reformed Germans, and groups of Lutherans were 
attracted to the colony because William Penn offered a haven for 
the persecuted of all religious groups. The first were a group 

of Mennonites under the leadership of Francis Daniel Pastorius who 
arrived in 1683 and established Germantown. By 1740 about 40,000 
German-speaking persons had come to the colony, and by 1790 perhaps 
120,000; by the time of the Revolution, they constitued about one- 
third of the state population; and there was some agitation for the 
establishment of German as the official language, although, the 
pietistic sects were very conservative in religion, they greatly 
assisted in the economic progress of the colony since many of their 
people were skilled artisians. The EPHRATA press was the third in 
the English colonies and one of the most famous; some of its pub- 
lications are now among the most valuable Americana. 


Because of their religious isolation the Pennsylvania Dutch have 
retained their old dialect in many districts, especially in rural 
communities, but with many English words added. The dialect has 
received comparatively little literary cultivation, but, in recent 
years some poems have appeared in it. Reading is the city of 
greatest German concentration, other centers are Lancaster, 
Allentown, Bethlehem, York, and Lebanon. The whole group numbers 
perhaps 2,000,000. Like their ancestors, these Pennsyivania Germans 
are a quiet, industrious, thrifty people many preferring to live 

as agriculturalists, and as such are considered the best farmers 

in the state. Many others are industrialists in the cities. These 
people are still intensely religious and are susceptible to the 
mystical, with a widely publicized fear of "hex" a superstitious belief 
in the efficacy of charms. Yet, they have always been devoted to 
education and have established many schools and colleges.

Ephrata, borough, SE Pennsylvania, in Lancaster County, on 
Cocalico Creek, the Reading railroad and U. S. highways 222 

and 322 about 19 miles SW of Reading. It was founded as a 
religious community by Johann Conrad BEISSEL, a secessionist 

from the Seventh-Day Baptists, who settled on the site in 1732. 
The community, one of the oldest non Catholic monastic bodies 

on the continent, was named the Society of the Solitary. Its 
intention was to recapture the essential communal life of 
primitive Christianity with all its accompanying asceticism and 
piety. At its peak, the community had 300 inhabitants of both sexes, 
who were economically self-sufficient. When Philadelphia was 

held by the British Army during the Revolutionary War, the 

Ephrata press, one of the first in the states, printed the 
Continental money. Following the Revolution, the community grad- 
ually declined and by 1800, it had lost its monastic and commun- 
istic features. But, the Congregation has continued to the present 
day. Although, the town of Ephrata, to the present time, owes 
its existence to the monastic and communistic community, it led 

a separate life. While the religious society was declining, Ephrata was 
growing. Today it is the commercial center of a rich farm area and 
a producer of textiles and shoes and furniture.

What was their name? In 1800 in Kentucky, John Penrod's son, 
Solomon's ,wife Sarah, spoke German to the people who could not "talk" 
English. She later in a letter to her daughter stated that the name 
Penrod was not always Penrod. Too bad, she did not tell us what it was. 

John Penroad, and John Penrod sold land in Maryland in 1773 that was 
easy to find. But, he sold more land than he had bought and just by chance 
I found the Land Patents 1755 to JOHN BENROD. 

Many people only get a copy of the will abstract for John Penrod who 
died in 1799 in Somerset County, Pennsylvania but the papers in connection 
with the will tell many things. On the back of will it says, " The will 
of JOHN BENROD.". Israel Penrod was the executor of his father's will 
and he signed in old german script which when translated says either 
PENRATH or BENRATH. 

John Penrod, Sr. was said to be a "quaint old german baptist" - 

Yet, it appears that son Tobias was baptised as Tobias Penryd 1781, 
Somerset Co, Pa., E. C. Saylor's translated Reformed and Lutheran Church 
Records. Tobias Penrod(Benrat) had a son in 1781 these same records - name 
recorded or translated as Benrat. In Samuel's Ev. Lutheran Church Records 
in Somerset County, Pennsylvania, we find: "Tobias Benrath (Penrod) 

and Catherine had a daughter Catherine born March 9, 1786, baptized 

June 13, 1786 Witnesses Henry Stahl and Rosina". 

So, now it does not seem too far fetched to wonder if the man 
Johannes Bonrath on Hunter's Subsistence Lists and the man Johannes 
Poenradt are our ancestor. (See research in New York). 

And, the man who got naturalized in 1767 in Frederick County, Maryland 
under Johannes Benracth? Well, Germans moving into Maryland from 
Pennsylvania before the American Revolutionary War had to be Naturalized. 


Johannes Bonrath, bricklayer from "Gummersbach aus dem Ambt Neustadt 
Geburtig" and son of the late Christian Bonrath - coachman and Homberg 
md. 13 September 1707 Anna Veronica Korst(en), daughter of Henrich Korst(en) 
citizen here" Anna Veronica was bpt 10 March 1680. They had one son 
Heinr. Frantz, bpt 31 March 1710 at Hachenburg Luth.

These entries came from the Ref. and Luth. churchbooks at 
Hachenburg in the Westerwald, one of Germany's loveliest regions 
and home of many 1709ers. Note that another Bonrath home is mentioned 


in the entry - Gummersbach aus dem Amb t. Neustadt. 


The above information from Hank Jones. Then, I have found that 
Hachenburg is in Rheinland Pfalz and Gummersbach is in Nordr Westfalen. 
L. D. S. Genealogical Library will be checked for what they have on 


these areas. 
Perhaps from Germany we can find a Benrath or Bonrath who 


came to America. 

The Westerwald Area or Region is east of Dusseldorf and east to 
Koln. This same area is where the German Baptist Church started in 
about 1700. 

Ten miles out of Dusseldorf there is a (Castle) Schloss Benrath. 
In the 1400s this land belonged to some Sirs of Benrode. I am not saying 
Our people were great Nobles for they were perhaps poor farmers but it 
could be that they took their name from the farms surrounding the Benrath 
Castle. Also this area where Bonrath name found is not far for them to 


have moved.

If our Penrods came to New York as Bonroth(bonrod), then the following: 


"Kochertal made two trips with the Palatines from Germany 

and a Rev. Haeger sailed with the group in 1710. Both of 

them ministered to the Palatines and in 1714 Kochertal organized 
a church in Middleburgh. Kochertal died in 1719 and Hager 

in 1721. Kochertal records checked and Hagers records were never 
found." "John Jacob Ehele arrived in New York in 1722 and a 

Rev. Justus Falkner ministered also to the group until 1723 

and he died. He was succeeded by William Brecenmeyer who arrived 
1725. Bracenmeyer worked out of the Athens Church. The first 
permanent minister was Peter N. Sommer who arrived in Schoharie 
in 1743". Taken from THE PALATINES OF NY by Dillenbeck. 


It sounds like our Penrod records would have been kept by a traveling 
Minister and where are they now? 


Many records have been checked in New York. 


When we find Johannes Benracth (John Benrod, or Penrod) in Maryland in 
1755 and in 1767 he says he was administered Communion by Rev. George 
Martin. This Martin again a traveling minister and served the area 
where the Penrods lived. So did he: keep any records and store them 
Somewhere? There were some misunderstandings and George Martin returned 
to Ephrata in Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 


In Pennsylvania, Bedford and Somerset Counties, the writings of 
Austin Cooper in TWO HUNDRED YEARS OF BROTHERSVALLEY make most mention 
of our Penrods but no actual records. 


Conrad Boucher of Cambria County, Pennsylvania showed one Penrod 
marriage. E£. C. Saylor and Samuels had records for two of Tobias 
Penrod's children as Benrat and Benrath. 

In Kentucky have found no church records for them. 


In Muhlenberg County, Bremen Kentucky there was once a group of 
Dunkers under a Rev. Danner but have not found anything on this group.

Kar] Benrath, German Protestant Theologian b at Duren 22 miles S.W. 
of Cologne, 16 Aug 1845. He was educated at Bonn, Berlin, and 
Heidelberg. This is added to show that the name Benrath is native 


to this area in Germany. 


In this area, east of Cologne, is where the early records on 
Bonrath have been found.

The 1790 Tax list of Muhlenberg Co. Kentucky shows Tobias Penrod, 
Allen Penrod, John Penrod, Jonathan Penrod, Samuel Penrod, Solomon Penrod, 
and Tobias Penrod. This seems in reality to be taken in 1800. Yet, in 
1800 Census, Tobias is not shown but Catherine is shown with a boy 10 to 16 
and a boy 16 to 25 and girls two in the 16 to 25 age bracket and herself 
over 45. So from this it would appear Tobias was shot between the dates 
here. - Other Penrods in 1800 are John Penrod, Alon Penrod, Amanuel Penrod, 
Jonathan Penrod, Samuel Penrod,(one in Muhlenberg and one in Butler), 
Solomon Penrod. 


In 1810 Census Solomon Penrod, Samuel Penrod, Amanuel Penrod, 
Catherine Penrod. 


Tobias Penrod who was plowing his field and shot - this appears 
to have happened just before the 1800 Census was taken*t There is a 
record of settlement of his estate but no guardian appointed for his 
younger children. A complete list of his children has not been found. 
Judging from other early Kentucky ancestors, they are perhaps buried 
on their land and the markers have just disappeared or are grown over 
with vegetation. 


Peter Penrod did not appear on the Census of 1790, however, 
the deeds reveal that he in 1806 sold some land in Muhlenberg, 
Caldwell and Logan Counties and stated that his family was living 
in Fayette County, Pennsylvania on Monongahelia River. This is the 
only heir of John Penrod, Sr. that I have not heard from a descendant. 


I often wondered what happened to Catherine the widow of John Penrod, Sr., 
and it seems she was in Kentucky and perhaps died here. From the Kimmel 
Family, I learned that Druscilla Penrod (Dau. of John Sr.,) married a 
Philip Kimmel and they came to Kentucky soon after 1800. So it appears 
grandmother Catherine must have come with them. In 1811 in the deeds 
in Muhlenberg County, Kentucky there is a deed recorded in 1810 and 
made out in 1808 where Catherine Penrod sold her possessions to Daniel 
Rhoads for $300.00 all her possessions: I wondered if this was the 
wife of Tobias? However, up in Somerset County, Pennsylvania, I found 
in the deeds about 1811(when Daniel Rhoads decided to record the deed), 
Israel, executor of John Sr's will, appoints Emanuel Penrod, his attorney, 
to go to Muhlenberg County, Kentucky and get their mother's possessions 
from Daniel Rhoads. Needless to say, they got nothing, as she apparently 
sold them to Daniel Rhoads. 


Somewhere in Kentucky in Muhlenberg County, Catherine Penrod 
the wife of John Penrod, Sr. died about 1808(so not on 1810 Census) 
and is buried some place. Also, Druscilla Penrod (sister of Tobias) 
married to Philip Kimmel is also buried in Muhlenberg County, Ky. 
She died about 1803.

Kimmel and Mary married John Vancil and John Sr. married Sarah 
Davis up near Carlisle, Pennsylvania. When John Penrod Sr. left 
Maryland, he sold his land to a JACOB HARBOUGH. Note that 

David KIMMEL bought land in 1835 from a JACOB HARBAUGH who lives 
in Edgar Co. I1] but seemed to own land in Muhlenberg County, Ky. 
It seems to show again how these families traveled around and stuck 
together. Now of course, this is a younger Jacob HARBAUGH but it 
seems they all lived pretty much in the same places. There was 
quite a group who went from Muhlenberg County to Edgar County, 
Illinois. They were married and intermarried with these families.

I looked in Maryland because of the letter in Pennsylvania 
where John Penrod, Sr. had loaned some money to Hanry Rhoads.

Between 1755 and about 1763 the Indian Wars were going on and 
Braddock was going right by their land. Did they stay here or go 
somewhere else? 


About 1763, some of the Germans were having trouble holding 
public office and keeping title to their land if not citizens - so 
even tho' John Benrod probably filed a DECLARATION OF INTENTION TO 
BECOME NATURALIZED at his point of entry to America, he now sees a 
real need to become naturalized. 


The Penrods lived in Frederick County, Maryland from 1755 
to 1773 and where are any records they made? They attended church 
but perhaps just a traveling preacher as George Martin was. They 
had some children here and some married before going to Pennsylvania. 
All this time, they must have left a record Somewhere. 


While the Penrods owned land in Federick County, Maryland, 
at least two children, John Junior and Mary get married. John dr. 
appears to have married near Carlisle, Pennsylvania. At least the 


minister who kept the record was from up here there. 


In Rupp's Immigrants, and in Egle's Those Who Took Oath of 
Allegiance, I find names of families who are German Baptists and 
later found in same area or intermarried with Penrods. I feel 
that somewhere on these lists is a name that we don't recognize. 
It has perhaps been written down as it sounded and not as it was 
spelled. Or, again, we have the problem of - were our Penrods 

in New York in 1709 as Bonroth and Bonrad and have migrated down? 
I am beginning to feel that this did not happen but they are 

on one of these lists somewhere! 


Note from the records on the Wensel or Vancil family, that 
Mary Penrod has been found as Maria Brerathin or as Breraton.

NEW YORK RESEARCH 


Every serious researcher on PENROD, BENRAT, BONRAD, BENRACTH, 
POENRADT will run into the New York records. If we could eliminate 
these people then we could get on with the research around 1755 when 
we find Benracth(Penroad) in Maryland. So, lets take a look at the 
records.

"Ath Oct 1710 to September 13, 1712 he received 
subsistence for four persons" 
Researchers feel that Johannes Bonrath who is sometimes listed as 
BONRAD- probably was married between July 1710 and October 1710. He 
has apparently married a widow with two children. BONRAD is certainly 


much like BENROD , which is on John Penrod's will in Somerset Co. Pa. 1799. 


Johannes Bonrath of Annsberg was a Palatine volunteer in the 
great Canadian expedition of 1711.(The Documentary History of N. Y.). 

The next mention of the emigrant was in the Census of N. Y. 
Palatines taken by Ulrich Simmendinger on ca. 1716 when a Johannes 
Conrad - (a mis-print as there was ino member of the Conrad family in 
that area at that time) he appeared with wife Gertraud and three children 
at Neu Anaberg in the Schoharie and lived in Neu Annsberg later). 
(Simmendinger Register,pub. Reutlingen, Germany, 1717). 

The last known N. Y. reference to Johannes was in 1722 when "Johannes 
Poenradt" and"Gertruy Poenradt" each received 100 acres of land patented 
on the north side of the river in Herkime patent: Gertruy was called 
"wife of Johannes Poenradt" (Herkimer Patent, Burnetsfield Patent, 

N. Y. Land Papers). 

From Herkimer, N. Y., I found that all théir county records were 
burned in 1804. However, they stated that lots#9 and 46 were along the 
river towards Little Falls. 

It seems that we cannot find the name Poenradt on any records any 
place. Did the Indians kill them and their young children get reared 


by someone else? What happened to them?

In the book THE PALATINES OF NEW YORK by Dillenbeck, the 
author gives the following account of ministers who served the 
Palatines: 

"Kochertal made two trips with the Palatines from Germany and a 
Rev. Haeger sailed with the group in 1710. Both of them ministered to 
the Palatines and in 1714 Kochertal organized a church in Middleburgh. 
Kochertal died in 1719 and Haegerin 1721. (Kochertals records checked 
and Hagers records were never found). John Jacob Ehele arrived in 
New York in 1722 and a Rev. Justus Falkner ministered also to the group 
until he died in 1723. He was succeeded by William Brecenmeyer who 
arrived in 1725. Brecenmeyer worked out of the Athens Church. The 
first permanent minister was a Peter N. Sommer who arrived in Schoharie 
inva! 

With reference to the above, I feel sure that if the peaple in 
Herkimer County were served by a Minister, he probably traveled out there 
and kept his records with him at his home church. So who traveld out to 
Herkimer? 

There are endless possibilities - These families as one by same 
name under two spellings or as two separate families could have moved into 
Pennsylvania or down to other areas of New York or New Jersey. So far, 
many places are in need of research. 

Has anyone else looked at early records? I do not find any 
Variation of the spelling. I do not find them on Immigration Lists. 
True, I have many other ancestors who have been here since 1634 and 1714 
and have not found them on Immigration Lists but I do find the name and 


where they lived. 


History of York County, Pa. states that many early settlers came over 
from New Jersey. In the names are found people associated with Penrod 
but nothing that looks like Penrod. But did he come from New Jersey to 
Frederick Co. Md. Name found in early COZINE will in NY EDWARD PENHART.
